CO Gang, 


Someone on the list with 2 HW-8's made the comment that they wanted to 
operate in the mW level and wanted to know which rig to use. Answer: Use 
the HW-8 ! Just add a variable power control to it. Start by replacing 
R52 a 22k with a 1.5k resistor, then remove the yellow jumper wire from 
point T on the circuit board to pin 6 on the 15 meter bandswitch. Then 
wire a 10k pot in place of the jumper to adjust the output power anywhere 
from zero to full power. It is recommended to put the pot under the 


meter and above the bandswitches to keep the leads short, but I found it 
to be a challenge due to the double panel and mounted mine on the back 
panel with no appearent problems so far but I used shielded cable for my 
installation.

I would appreciate the group mind helping me correct the error of my ways 
when it comes to charging gel cells. I use an old Astron RS-4A power supply 
to charge the little beasts. It administers 13.8 volts to them and I note 
from the meter that the cells draw less current at a constant voltage. When 
the current is around 20-50 MA, I remove the battery. Over the years, I have 
had no bad side effects from this process -- all of the batteries seem to 
charge nicely and last for many cycles. In fact, I either misplace them, 
give them away, or lose them. I have had one 12 volt 7 AH gel cell in 
service for over 5 years -- and it was a hospital pull! 


But I xknowx I am committing some evil battery-sin and wonder (1) is this 
method really o.k., and (2) if not, is there a nice cheap gel cell charger 
(or kit or circuit) around that should be used instead. I have an eye 
towards putting a 20 AH gel cell in the shack on constant charge as a supply 
for my K-2, laptop, etc.

My first shot from the hip would be common mode hum. Some rigs are more 
susceptible to this than others, and a perfectly ripple-free supply can 
deliver this problem when the right radio comes along. 


W1FB talks about this some in his 'QRP Notebook'. The general approach seem 
to be placing pretty hefty chokes (@.2mF or so) in series with BOTH the 
positive and ground sides of the supply, along with substantial bypassing.

I know a 

5/8 would be better but have you seen the size of one of those. 

I am trying to do a basic antenna and haven't looked into one 

yet for 10 meters. I have a Texas bug catcher on my motorcycle 

but am looking to put a 10 meter rig on my work truck. As we 

are all QRPers here we usually try to make it up on the antenna's 
when we can. I know lowering the angle of radiation sure helps 

but at 10 meters that usually makes for a BIG antenna. I built 

a Jpole for 6 meters years ago and it was quite tall as I remember. 


Any suggestions on a mobile antenna with any gain factor would 
be more helpful that comparing el cheap O (close to dummy loads) 
antennas and really get back to business on the air.

Steve brings up a good point. Many of us (hams worldwide) ASSume the 
stations we're sending cards to subscribe to their incoming buro service. A 
common misconception of the ARRL QSL system is if one subscribes to the 
outgoing QSL buro one is automatically subscribed to the incoming buro. Not 
so. 


In the U.S., each call area's buro is managed by it's own group and each has 
it's own way of doing business. Most foreign DX buros send cards for 
stateside stations to ARRL HQ where they are sorted and sent to the various 
Wi buros. The ARRL has no idea who subscribes to incoming buro services. All 
cards are sent to the individual buros where distribution is actually 
managed. The W2 buro is managed by the North Jersey DX Association (NJDXA) 
of which I am a member. We receive many QSL cards for stations that do not 
subscribe to the service. When we do we simply send each station a letter 
advising we are holding cards for them and we tell them how they can 
subscribe so they can collect them. It's amazing how many people are not 
aware how the system works and many are quick to join after learning. Some 
folks don't care about QSL cards and will authorize us to destroy their 
cards. Most buros purge their files at the end of each year to settle the 
books and start anew. I imagine Steve's package was a result of the W1 year 
end clearance. 


Subscriptions fees for incoming buros pay for postage and in some cases 
envelopes. No one makes money from it (as far as I know). Buro workers are 
volunteers performing a service for their fellow hams. Each buro has it's 
own procedures so check with them before sending any money or envelopes. So 
if you're waiting for DX cards from the buro and never subscribed take 


Steve's advise and sign up. Getting a package from the buro can be like 
getting a Xmas present every month.

>I would appreciate the group mind helping me correct the error of my ways 
>when it comes to charging gel cells. I use an old Astron RS-4A power supply 
>to charge the little beasts. It administers 13.8 volts to them and I note 
>from the meter that the cells draw less current at a constant voltage. When 
>the current is around 20-50 MA, I remove the battery. Over the years, I have 
>had no bad side effects from this process -- all of the batteries seem to 
>charge nicely and last for many cycles. In fact, I either misplace them, 
>give them away, or lose them. I have had one 12 volt 7 AH gel cell in 
>service for over 5 years -- and it was a hospital pull! 


Well, if you are satisfied with your charging methods, why change? 

If you really want to know the proper charging, check the Power Sonic 
site: http://www.power-sonic.com. Even though you may not have a Power 
Sonic product, the charging techniques are the same for all of them. 


>But I *xknowx I am committing some evil battery-sin and wonder (1) is this 
>method really o.k., and (2) if not, is there a nice cheap gel cell charger 
>(or kit or circuit) around that should be used instead. I have an eye 
>towards putting a 20 AH gel cell in the shack on constant charge as a supply 
>for my K-2, laptop, etc. 


If you are buying a new battery, the one advertised in QST as the Power Station 
works pretty good and it comes with a charger, case, meters and connectors. 

It is 7 AH, but that's all you need for what you described. The K2 has a 
built-in 

2.9 AH gel-cel option. If you have a gel cel already, there are some chargers 
in the Mouser catalog which do provide the correct voltages. The K2 gel cel 
charges using the procedure in the manual for the gel cell, or by using an 
external charger. If you use an external automatic type charger with the k2 
battery, you have to connect directly to the battery. I added a connector 

on the rear panel using one of the holes in it and wired the connector directly 
to the battery.

Back in another life, I taught Radio Communications procedures to 
Aviation Cadets and Student Officers for the Air Force. As well as 
Electronics and Radar and Aural and Visual Code - those were the course 
titles. 


As I recall, the distinction among the prosigns is that ROGER means only 
that a transmission was received - it implies nothing about 
understanding, compliance, subsequent action, or whatever. 


WILCO (only one L) means that the transmission was received (thereby 
removing any need for a ROGER) and that the recipient will comply with 
whatever direction the transmission might have contained. 


OVER means that it is the other stations turn to transmit. 


OUT means that the station has completed the current series of exchanges. 
It does NOT mean that the station is going off the air or will no longer 
accept calls, etc. It simply means that the station is finished with 
whatever communications preceded the word. CLEAR is sometimes used for 
this purpose, although it was not an "official" Air Force prosign back 
then. 


There were several other prosigns in use back then (early 50's) but those 
mentioned above were the most confused and improperly used. 


I believe it was the Air Force who published a series of cartoon-like 
training features that involved a character named Roger Wilco who managed 
to get into all sorts of scrapes that could have been avoided by use of 
proper procedures, etc. Sort of self-defeating when you think about it . 


Of course, later on CB came along with its own perversions! And our DX 
friends have always had their own lingo. I believe it is the Brits who 


use LISTENING OUT to signify that a communications exchange is complete, 
but that they are available (listening) for subsequent calls.

I have been using the original Norcal K8FF paddle more and more as my station 
Key as I become used to the "tender" touch it requires vs. my old converted 
vibroplex. My first paddle was a converted vibroplex where I adjusted the 
vibrating arm so that it didn't vibrate and only made dot contact. A third 
terminal was added to the base and rewired so that dot and dash output was 
accomplished. This was fine for a heavy handed medium speed non-iambic fist 
but, to be consistent with my new QRP personality, I find that I can become 
more tender and handle the K8FF paddle pretty well (especially in iambic A) 
and it sure does pack into my pack sack a lot easier and looks better with 
the NC-20 and NC-40.

Winding another 25 turns next to the first winding will serve as 
a link for the antenna/ground connection. Adding the tap is probably a 
good idea.

The first one I built had a Galena lead crystal and a coil 
wound on a toilet paper core. The coil tap was made from a piece 
of springy metal and screwed to the wooden board and slid back 
and forth across the coil. The trouble with that one was that 
it wasn't very selective (maybe due to shorted turns) so you 
had to listen to several BC stations at once.... Good practice 
for carrying on a conversation at parties. 

I built that one when I was 13 years old. 

After a few years in the Navy I was working in my shop and 

for some strange reason I built another crystal radio. 

This one had a coil about 2 inches in dia. and #418 wire 

(I think it was an Air-Dux} about 4 inches long. Similar to 
the B+W Miniductors. I used an alligator clip for a tap and 

a 365pf£ capacitor(variable) scrounged from an old radio. 

A germanium diode and a set of high impedance headphones 

and the other normal crystal set components resulted ina 
Shortwave Broadcast receiver on the 41 meter band. 

For Xtal receivers the important things are: 

Hi-Z headphones 

A good antenna and ground 

A diode with a low forward voltage

NEWINGTON, CT, Dec 30, 1999--Amateur Radio will get a new look in the 
new millennium. The FCC today issued its long-awaited 

Report and Order in the 1998 Biennial Regulatory Review of Part 97--more 
commonly known as "license restructuring." The bottom line is 

that starting April 15, 2000, there will be three license 
classes--Technician, General, and Amateur Extra--and a single Morse code 
requirement--5 WPM. 


"We believe that an individual's ability to demonstrate increased Morse 
code proficiency is not necessarily indicative of that individual's 
ability to contribute to the advancement of the radio art," the FCC 
said. 


Besides drastically streamlining the Amateur Radio licensing process, 
the FCC said its actions would "eliminate unnecessary requirements 
that may discourage or limit individuals from becoming trained 
operators, technicians, and electronic experts." 


Although no new Novice and Advanced licenses will be issued after the 
effective date of the Report and Order, the FCC does not plan to 
automatically upgrade any existing license privileges. The ARRL had 
proposed a one-time across-the-board upgrading of current Novice 

and Tech Plus licensees to General class, but the FCC declined to adopt 
the idea. This means that current licensees will retain their current 
operating privileges, including access to various modes and subbands, 
and will be able to renew their licenses indefinitely. 


Starting April 15, 2000, individuals who qualified for the Technician 
class license prior to March 21, 1987, will be able to upgrade to 
General class by providing documentary proof to a Volunteer Examiner 
Coordinator, paying an application fee, and completing FCC Form 

605. 


The FCC's decision not to automatically upgrade Novice and Tech Plus 
licensees means the current Novice/Tech Plus HF subbands will 


remain and not be "refarmed" to higher class licensees as the ARRL had 
proposed. The FCC said it did not refarm these subbands because 

there was "no consensus" within the amateur community as to what to do 
with them. 


As it had proposed earlier, the FCC decided to lump Technician and Tech 
Plus licensees into a single licensee database, all designated as 
"Technician" licensees. Those who can document having passed the 5 WPM 
Morse code examination will continue to have the current Tech 

Plus HF privileges. "If documentation is needed to verify whether a 
licensee has passed a telegraphy examination, we may request the 
documentation from that licensee or the VECs," the FCC said. 


In addition to reducing the number of license classes from six to three 
and eliminating the 20 and 13 WPM code tests, the FCC also will 

reduce the number of written examination elements from five to three, 
authorize Advanced Class hams to prepare and administer General 

class examinations, and eliminate Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service 
(RACES) station licenses. RACES will remain, however. "After review of 
the record, we conclude that we should eliminate RACES station licenses 
because RACES station licenses are unnecessary for 

amateur stations and amateur service licenses to provide emergency 
communications," the FCC said. 


Under the new licensing scheme, there will be four examination elements. 
Element 1 will be the 5 WPM Morse code exam. Element 2 will 

be a 35-question written test to obtain a Technician license; Element 3 
will be a 35-question written test to obtain a General license, and 
Element 4 will be a 50-question written test for the Amateur Extra 
license. The FCC has left it in the hands of the National Conference of 
VECs Question Pool Committee to determine the specific mix and makeup of 
written examination questions. Current Amateur Radio study 

materials remain valid at least until the new rules become effective in 
April. 


The FCC's new licensing plan means someone will be able to become a ham 
by passing a single 35-question written examination. The plan also 
simplifies and shortens the upgrade path from the ground floor through 
Amateur Extra--especially since amateurs will only have to pass 

one Morse code test. 


Elimination of the 13 and 20 WPM Morse requirements also means an end to 
physician certification waivers for applicants claiming an 
inability to pass the Morse code examination due to physical handicap. 


The effective date provides a window of upgrade opportunity for current 
Advanced licensees. Between now and April 15, current 
Advanced holders may take the existing Element 4B, a 40-question test, 


giving them credit for having passed the current Extra written 
examination. Likewise, holders of a Certificate of Successful Completion 
of Examination (CSCE) for Elements 3B or 4B dated on or after 

April 17, 1999, will be able to qualify for General or Amateur Extra 
respectively when the new rules go into effect on April 15, 2000. 


The FCC disagreed with the League's suggestion that it undertake a 
restructuring of operating privileges along with licensing 
restructuring. 

"We believe that in light of ongoing discussions concerning 
implementation of new and more modern communications technologies within 
the 

amateur service community, we should accord the amateur service 
community an opportunity to complete such discussions and possibly 

reach a consensus regarding implementation of new technologies before we 
undertake a comprehensive restructuring of the amateur service 

operating privileges and frequencies," the FCC said in its Report and 
Order. 


In its amendments to Part 97, the FCC's Report and Order refers to a 
"Club Station Call Sign Administrator," something that does not exist 
under the current rules and which was not explained in the R&O itself. 
An FCC spokesperson said the Commission plans to issue a Public Notice 
soon to explain the program and to solicit qualified entities to serve 
as call sign administrators for club station applications.
